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A Letter from Thailand 


December 4, 1967 


The photograph shown here was taken at my apartment in Bangkok on December 3. The fact that 
we wear short-sleeved shirts, go swimming daily, and that the temperature has not yet fallen below 70°F, 
illustrate some of the differences to be found in Thailand — the land of perpetual summer. 

Christmas in Bangkok will be like mid-July in Edmonton. The trees, grasses, and flowers are in full 
bloom. The same delicious fruits are always plentiful. And it is hard to realize that you are probably feeling 


- the chilly bite of cold north winds and snow. 


Educationally, Thailand is trying to adopt Alberta’s composite high school plan. However, at present 
90°/o of the young people never get past Grade X. The number of ‘‘Places’’ available in secondary schools, 
technical schools, colleges and universities is so limited that there is a tremendous struggle to obtain one. 
Going to school is considered a real privilege, even though many farm students must paddle miles by boat 
each day. 

All students, even at university, wear a school uniform that is very neat and attractive. The school- 
rooms are very bare by our standards — with little more in them than desks and a chalkboard. There is 
seldom any indoor plumbing and no heating, but there are plenty of open windows for ventilation. To 
Thais visiting Edmonton, our schools must seem very costly and elaborate. 

The Thai people are the happiest | have ever met. Only rarely does one ever see children crying or 
fighting. A warm smile greets you from everyone. Politeness is practised by old and young alike, and a 
standard Thai phrase, “Sanuk” can be interpreted to mean “'! hope everything is enjoyable.” 

| am still keenly interested in Harry Ainlay and in all that goes on there. | know Mr. McLean and his 
staff are giving of their best to further the education of every student. | also have confidence that the 
students are profiting from their schooling and are maintaining the wonderfully high standard of school 
morale set by the students in the first year the school Operated.

MIRACLE OF 10th AVENUE 


The year 1980. It was early morning in New York. Only a faint stirring of fresh 
air rippled through the dense clouds of carbon monoxide over the factories and clogged 
auto routes. Overhead a swarm of obnoxious chickadees attempted to disturb the 
symphony of car horns and grinding gears with their raucous “twitter-chirp, twitter- 
chirp’, but fortunately to no avail.
